A p*tent coven a boneshoe which pos- 
ttL&ny advantage*. On its nnder 
■nrfac« is «tamp<»l s pattern which gives 
a ti amber of points for ths securing of a 
better grip on the pavement, and this, 
where wooden pavements are used, is an 
important consideration. The shoe is 
aoout half the weight of an ordinary 
shoe, being two and a half pounds the set 
of four; it t*lten less time and less money 
to fix, has only four nails, as against the 
usual seven. Being a thres-qaarter shoe, 
it leaves the frogs and heels on the ground 
—which prevents concussion to the foot 
and leg, co©traction and coma. 

The only preparation the hoof requires 
after the old shoe is taken off ib that the 
rasp must be used on the hie and quar¬ 
ters. making a reduction of about one- 
eighth of an inch on the lower aide of the 
hoof. The%og and heels and hack part 
of the foot should not be touched. Thu 
shoe is made in accordance with the well 
established principle that the more the 
hinder part of the foot—which is very 
tough — Is need, the harder and healthiei 
it becomes.—Hew York Telegram.
